Tim n aolution introduced at the last 
mooting of council by Dr. R J. Marshall, 
and providing for tho improvement of 
Pennsylvania avenue from a point oppo- 
atle lot 1579 to tho Rant End school 
building. is innocent and modiwtonongh 
in appearance to n i t anyone, hut. it 
hull's h plan which, when carried into 
execution, w ill remove what hue long 
bean an eyesore t o ovary public spirited 
citizen, ant! |tr»>vide a way to roach Kant 
End without 
endangering 
life ami 
limb hy accident along the river mud, 
made dangerous by tho encroachment of 
tho I )hio on ono side and the alroot rail­ 
way on tho other. 
Since tho defeat of tho proposition to 
pave the hill road Doctor Marshall has 
at time* had a few word* on hia favorite 
plan, but tho main idea wan not, then 
complete in detail and ho hail nothing 
of an official nature to offer. 
At length, 
after no end of conaultiitiou with engi­ 
neers regarding tho merits of the achemo, 
and the prolmhlo coat of currying it into 
execution, ho baa decided ii|k>ii a course 
that will not necessitate the expenditure 
of much money and will give the city 
what it has long needed, a good road bi 
East End. 
There an* no puzzling por- 
tioiiH, and no argum ent can ho advanced 
to cover the idea wit h cold water, 
lf is 
plain and mmole, and means nothing 
more than w hat it shows on tho sur­ 
face. 
The first part of tho plan provides for 
tho widening of tho road from the junc­ 
tion of Robinson street and Thompson 
nventie to the East End school building, 
tho distance that has been nothing more 
than one long stretch of mud every 
w inter for many years and very rough 
and stony throughout tho summer Just 
what this w idth is to lie can only bo de­ 
termined by a survoy, aud that Engineer 
George was instructed to do by the 
resolution. 
On the side next to the hill 
will I*! made a gutter at least four feel 
wido. 
This it is estimated will Im wide 
enough to carry off the immense amount 
of water which now comes off the hill, 
and after tussling the mad way gists over 
the other side 
This gutter can lie so 
constructed as to meet every require­ 
ment, and its cost will not materially 
add to the price of Hie improvement. 
Next to this is the roadway 30 feet 
wide. 
The plan of several years ago 
was to have this paved, hut, it has since 
been decided that an improvement of 
that kind is not at this time necessary. 
It would lie expensive, aud would not 
serve the pur|x>*o as well as a good, bani 
mud. 
The width is believed necessary 
because there is a great deal of travel 
between the city and East End, and a 
road much narrower would make little 
difference in the lost. 
It will also per­ 
mit of sufficient slope to curry #ff the 
wntcr and prevent mud holes. 
The last feature pro}>oae<t is the side­ 
walk. 
This can easily be made six feet 
wide, making the total width of the im ­ 
provement 80 feet, something that can 
be obtained without a great deal of cut­ 
ting from Hie hill or tilling on the river 
side. 
It is proposed to make the path of 
cinders and hard enough to be easily 
tra veil'd at all seasons of the year w ith­ 
out the pedestrian wading ankle deep 
in all kinds of mud. 
When completed 
the improvement would be less than a 
mile long. 
It is not the intention to 
pike the roadway, hut by the best possi­ 
ble system of drainage to keep the road 
dry. 
Thus a hard, dirt road, the best 
kind of a driveway, would be the result. 
The grading would not amount to much, 
and the benefits derived would be so 
great that many persons who have heard 
the details of the plan believe that it will 
be carried without opposition. Since the 
river road is a thing of the past,and only 
the expenditure of a vast amount of 
money woald ever put it iii anything 
like passable condition, there remains 
but one way by which the East Encl can 
be connected w ith the city, and that is 
the hill road. 
The view from that part 
of the c'ity and the' scarcity of good 
roads in this part of the world could not 
but make if very popular.

Sin had fak 
sn this step partially on my invitation 
and as a mutter of precaution, a* she 
vas well aware that both herself and 
her husband had defective eyes. and SOUS 
of her children w e n already w earing 
glasses for troubles which w> re w itlm at 
doubt hereditary. 
In answer to ques­ 
tions about the general health of the 
children, their disposition, complaints 
they mode regarding In ad aclu , I to , she 
made tile follow mg Statement: 
“ I really am pnsxled to know w hat 
to do w ith the older boy. 
He « ems so 
irritable and cross after a few days at 
school, and he always seems to Is- sjxul 
mg for a fight. 
His health seams v< ry 
good, w ith the exception of h< ad ache 
after study, hut he is not nearly as far 
advanced iii school for his age as is his 
younger brother. ” 
After making a careful examination I 
prescribed gloss* s for the older one, hut 
told the m other that the younger one 
did not need them at the pres* ut time. 
[did not sis- anything of the children or 
the mother for -tx months, at which 
time, when m eeting tbs mother, she 
txilil me the glasses hail worked a mar 
velous change in her son, and lie wore 
them constantly ami could not ls'ar to 
be w ithout tin i i i . Hi1 wiiN now picking 
up in his school work mid was h* tier 
natured than she had ever known him 
before. 
This child is only one of many thou­ 
sands iii our schools today v ho are hav­ 
ing their disjunctions ruined and are 
c a l le d dull and stujiid by their part tits 
and teachers through BO fault of their 
own. 
Hcing js rhujis tsirn w ith a ii* 
feet in sight, they do not know of any 
different world from that which they see 
through defective eyes, consequently 
cannot relate their trouhh sto tie ir jair- 
eutu, as they are entirely nnconseioos 
of their defect. Therefore I wisfi to t m- 
pliuaize most em phatically that it is the 
duty of ull parents and teacher* to mark 
very closely ouy peculiarity thut chil­ 
dren may have in looking at obj< cts ut 
a long distance or close at hand, such us 
squinting their eyes, frowning, looking 
sidewise fro in partially closed eye* aud 
particularly regarding the distance at 
which they hold their reading math r 
from their eyes, for it is natural for a 
child, or for a grown person, for that 
mutter, who has normal sight to hold 
clearly printed reading m atter about 15 
inches from his eyes. 
Should til is Im 
varied to any extent, such us drawing 
the reading quite close to the oyes or 
holding it ut arm 's length, it is almost 
a sure sign that there is something 
wrong 
People who have strong eyes usually 
have hut little Nymjiutliy for those who 
are less fortunate in this respect! 
The necessity of gla**i's to asm.-t, a 
child in school work, which will put 
it on u more even footing w ith the 
other students, is not appreciated by 
many 
parents 
who 
are 
otherwise 
thoughtful anil considerate of tile wel­ 
fare of their children, mid who are in 
many rases undergoing privations that 
their children may secure an education. 
Do not Im too ready to judge til o h o chil­ 
dren as having a fad for glasses or wildl­ 
ing to wear them because some of their 
playmates do. 
Hefter he a little over­ 
cautious in having the child’s eyes ex­ 
amined than to take too much responsi­ 
bility in this m atter in your own hands, 
for no honest optician w ill advise you 
to put glasses on a child unless they are 
sure to prove nu advantage. 
Another point which I think should 
Isl jiroclaimed loud aud long to the dif­ 
ferent parents is the fact that nine of 
every ten cases of strabismus (cross eyes) 
existing among children under the age 
of 13 can Is* wholly cured by the very 
simple mid painless method of wearing 
glasses, whereas if this m atter is left 
uutil the child lias reached m aturity it 
requires a painful operation, which in 
the majority of cases is not altogether 
successful then, for it in not ulouo th*' 
m atter of appearance that the parents 
are responsible for. 
Hut children who

H ow THI* D ellrlon* a n d K i p r n i l i r l*rr- 
fn m r I n W ade. 
The word “ s ita r" is from the Arab 
“ itr, ” and means perfume 
Ho a tta r of 
ms*hi is simply perfume of rose*. 
It is I 
brought from Turkey and the East I ii 
dies in small vials and is very costly. | 
Even on the sp.it win re it is uiannfac 
tuiHsl it is extremely dear, because it 
requires 100,000 w ell grown roses to 
yield bat IHA grains of attar. 
Its high price causes it to be often 
adu It*'rated w ith some essential or flx**d 
oil or w ith sjicrmaceti. However, th** 
a* lu It erat nm may la* detected by touting 
it in a watch glim* w ith a drop of sill- j 
phurir acid, lf the attar tie pure it w ill 
rem ain rnlorbnn, for pure u ttaro f roses 
is colorless, bat if it be adulterated it 
w ill become darkened. 
In roHrficlds, where the roses are 
grown for the purpose of m aking the 
attar, th*' bushes are planted in rows. 
In the early morning they are laden 
w ith beautiful roses, but ere noon comes 
they un* all gather**d and their petals j 
distilled in clay stills, w ith twice their 
weight of water. 
Th*1 w ater that “ comes over” is put 
into perf*H‘tly clean vessels aud is then 
carefully covered w ith damp muslin 
cloths to k*H*ji out dust and insects. 
It 
is afterw ard exposed to th*' night air oi 
to artificial cold. 
By morning a film of 
Oil has collected fin the fop of the water, 
just as cream rises on milk. 
This film 
is swept off w ith a feather and very 
carefully transferred to a sm all vial. 
N ight after night this process is n ‘jieat«*d 
until all of the precious oil is separated 
from th*' w ater.—Philadelphia Times.
